Let there be Peace V So spoke Pope Diocletian I from the Vatican, wixhlng 
the best to Austria in the hope that repat-atioas (?) will not come Rome's way for the 
audacious surprise attack by Italian commandos the year before. Authority has it that the 
Pope isn't joking around, and really is willing to cooperate wlthMax In an attempt to res- 
tore the Pax Romana to the Mediterranean, somehting this reporter can oaly hoperfak will 
realize and not tkae offense at the attack in Fall 1901.
